nervous irritability. With a mass of 
heated food -within and a heated at- 
mosphere without, extreme discomfort 
is sure to follow. 


Hot weather is a very trjing ordeal 


and everything possible, 
should 
be 


done to counteract the depressing ef- 
fects of the heat. A sensible diet will 
do more toward alleviating the dis- 
tress of heat, perhaps, than any other 
one thing. Simple but nutritious foods 
lighten the work of digestion, while 
they are cooling and nourishing to the 
body 


As to drinks, nest to pure water 


lemonade or buttermilk is the only 
sensible hot weather drink. They are 
cooling and refreshing, 
and 
really 


quench thirst, and buttermilk is very 
nutritious Ice cream sodas, phosphats 
and root beers, while cooHng, in their 
immediate effect, are really worthless 
and result in further discomfort and 
increased thirst.
